REPORT. 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNMENT STATIST, 
Melbourne, 14th September 1881. 
Sir, 
I have the honor to forward herewith Statistics of the Australasian Colonies 
for the year 1880. 


2. Two preliminary tables containing the principal items in these statistics 
were published in the Government Gazette of the 9th ultimo. Up to that time no 
return had heen received from New South Wales ; and the figures for that colony 
were, therefore, taken from various sources, chiefly official, to which I was able to 
obtain access. The usual return having been since received from New South Wales, 
the figures are embodied in these tables. They will be found in a few respects to 
differ slightly from those published in the Gazette. 


3. I have often pointed out that these interesting statistics could be published 
at a much earlier date if the returns on which they are based were furnished more 
promptly by the other colonies. It is, each year, requested that they may be sent by 
the 30th June ; and at that time the particulars respecting Victoria are always ready. 
On this occasion the returns from the other colonies of the group reached this office 


at the following dates :—

4. The present being the eighth occasion on which the Australasian Statistics 
have been published, the folding sheet immediately preceding this report now contains 
information extending over eight consecutive years. 

5. Statistics of Fiji have been obtained for the last three years, and for the first 
time meteorological observations of that colony, extending over ten years, have also 
been furnished; the results will be found in an appendix published after the other 


tables. 


6. The Statistics now presented will, as usual, be quoted and commented upon 
at length in the Victorian Year-Book for the current year.
